STATISTICS  OF  FARMS,  HOMES,  AND  MORTGAGES. 

OWNERSHIP  AND   DEBT  IN    KANSAS  AND  OHIO.

Sir: 

The  tables  of  this  bulletin  are  the  first  results  of  the  returns  under  the  investigation  of  farm  and  home  ownership 
and  indebtedness.  They  were  made  in  compliance  with  the  following  request  from  Hon.  W.  A.  Peffer  United 
States  Senator  and  member  of  the  Census  Committee  of  the  Senate : 

I  should  be  pleased  to  obtain  some  of  the  more  important  results  of  the  investigation  of  farm  and  home  ownership  and  indebtedness  in  a 
few  counties  in  Kansas  and  Ohio,  if  the  returns  are  ready  for  tabulation. 

It  is  particularly  desired  to  know  what  sort  of  tables  can  be  made  from  these  statistics  and  in  what  form  they  may  be  expressed  ■  but  I 
should  not  wish  you  to  go  into  all  possible  details,  and  I  shall  be  very  thankful  if  you  cover  only  the  particulars  mentioned  in  the  act  callin<>- 
for  this  investigation. 

I  trust  that  I  am  not  asking  too  much  of  the  Census  Office,  and  that  the  importance  of  the  matter  may  be  sufficient  excuse  for  the  labor 
required. 

When  work  was  begun  on  these  tables  their  publication  was  not  thought  of,  because  only  portions  of  states  are 
represented,  and  it  is  too  early  to  begin  the  tabulation  of  complete  states  before  they  are  so  prepared  that  their 
results  will  be  final.  The  tabulation  was  experimental,  but  upon  its  conclusion  the  results  are  found  to  be  so  novel 
and  interesting  and  so  nearly  final  that  it  may  be  presumed  that  the  public  will  desire  to  know  them,  although 
they  are  derived  from  only  20  counties. 

In  selecting  the  Kansas  counties  the  effort  was  made  to  find  a  body  of  neighboring  counties  neither  amono-  the 
newer  nor  among  the  older  ones,  with  the  hope  that  then'  conditions  would  be  a  fair  average  for  the  whole  state. 
In  the  selection  of  the  Ohio  counties  it  was  desired  to  find  much  older  conditions  than  in  Kansas,  and  especially  to 
discover  the  degree  of  home  ownership  in  a  large  city;  therefore  Hamilton  county,  containing  Cincinnati  and  9 
neighboring  counties  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  state  were  selected. 

This  is  the  first  investigation  of  its  kind  that  has  ever  been  undertaken  by  a  statistical  office,  and  in  a  country 
as  large  as  the  United  States,  with  a  population  of  12,690,152  families,  is  one  of  great  magnitude  and  of  numerous 
perplexities.  It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  call  attention  to  the  admirable  report  in  regard  to  the  scope  of  this 
branch  of  the  Farms,  Homes,  and  Mortgages  investigation  by  Mr.  George  K.  Holmes  and  Mr.  John  S.  Lord 
special  agents  of  the  Eleventh  Census.  These  gentlemen  both  deserve  great  credit  for  the  thoroughness  and  ability 
displayed  in  bringing  to  a  successful  termination  the  most  difficult  statistical  inquiry  ever  undertaken  by  the 
government  of  any  country.  This  work  of  the  Eleventh  Census  has  attracted  widespread  attention  at  home  and 
abroad  on  account  of  the  novelty  of  the  inquiry,  the  difficulties  to  be  overcome,  and  the  importance  of  the  results. 
Special  attention  is  directed  to  that  portion  of  the  report  which  refers  to  the  information  descriptive  of  farm  and 
home  owners  and  tenants  obtained  by  this  inquiry.  These  data  will  surely  aid  greatly  in  the  solution  of  the 
individual  debt  question.

STATISTICS  OF  FARMS,  HOMES,  AND  MORTGAGES. 

OWNERSHIP  AND   DEBT  IN    KANSAS  AND  OHIO.

SCOPE  OF  THE  INVESTIGATION. 

The  tabulation  that  leads  to  the  publication  of  this  bulletin  is  the  first  that  has  been  done  for  any  of  the 
returns  under  the  investigation  concerning  farms  and  homes,  and  its  purpose  is  explained  in  the  letter  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Census  on  the  Srst  page.  The  character  of  this  investigation  has  not  been  understood  by  the 
public,  and  some  explanation  of  it  may  now  be  made. 

Many  petitions  were  presented  to  Congress  in  the  winter  of  1889-1890  with  the  following  request : 

*  *  *  That  Mr.  Robert  P.  Porter,  Superintendent  of  the  Eleventh  Census,  be  respectfully  requested  to  collect  data  to  show  in  the 
next  census  what  percentage  of  the  people  in  this  country  occupy  their  own  homes  and  farms  ;  what  proportion  are  tenants  ;  and,  of  those 
who  occupy  their  own  homes  and  farms,  what  proportion  have  their  property  free  from  debt  ;  and,  of  the  homes  and  farms  which  are  under 
mortgage,  what  percentage  of  the  value  is  so  mortgaged. 

In  compliance  with  this  request  an  act  was  passed  by  Congress,  and  approved  by  the  President  February  22, 
1S90,  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Census,  in  addition  to  the  duties  now  required  of  him  by  law,  to  ascertain  the  number  of  persons  who  live  on  and 
cultivate  their  own  farms,  and  who  live  in  their  own  homes,  and  the  number  who  hire  their  farms  and  homes,  and  the  number  of  farms  and 
homes  which  are  under  mortgage,  the  amount  of  mortgage  debt,  and  the  value  of  the  property  mortgaged.  He  shall  also  ascertain  whether 
such  farms  and  homes  have  been  mortgaged  for  the  whole  or  part  of  the  purchase  money  for  the  same,  or  for  other  purposes,  and  the  rates  of 
interest  paid  upon  mortgage  loans. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  sum  of  one  million  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  provisions  of  sections  thirteen,  fourteen,  fifteen  and  sixteen  of  the  "Act  to  provide  for  taking  the  Eleventh  Census  and 
subsequent  censuses",  approved  March  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  shall  apply  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

In  section  15  of  the  census  act,  which  is  applied  to  this  act,  it  is  provided  that  every  member  of  a  family  over 
20  years  of  age  shall,  upon  request  of  the  Census  Office,  supply  the  information  in  regard  to  the  family  called  for  by 
the  census  law,  and  that  "whoever  shall  willfully  fail  or  refuse  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars". 

The  difficulties  encountered  in  planning  the  execution  of  this  investigation  and  the  means  adopted  for  evading 
and  overcoming  them  have  already  been  explained  by  the  Superintendent  of  Census  in  Census  Bulletin  No.  5.  As 
the  tables  herewith  presented  show,  the  requests  of  the  petitioners  have  been  fully  complied  with  by  this  office.  To 
the  points  embraced  in  the  petitions  the  law  added  two,  namely,  in  regard  to  the  objects  of  the  indebtedness  and 
the  rates  of  interest  to  which  it  is  subject,  and  information  in  regard  to  these  also  has  been  obtained  with  the  same 
success  that  has  attended  the  remainder  of  the  investigation  concerning  indebtedness. 

In  addition  to  the  information  requested  by  the  petitions  and  required  by  law  the  Census  Office  has  obtained 
a  considerable  amount  of  description  of  farm  and  home  owners  and  tenants  that  will  be  of  much  interest  to  the 
public.  This  description  consists  of  the  following  items  in  regard  to  every  person  occupying  a  farm  or  home  that 
he  owns  and  in  regard  to  the  head  of  each  tenant  family :  race,  sex,  age,  conjugal  condition,  country  of  nativity, 
number  of  years  resident  in  the  United  States  if  foreign  born,  whether  a  citizen  or  not,  occupation,  and,  in  the  case 
of  owners,  relationship  to  the  head  of  the  family. 

A  tabulation  of  these  items  of  description  will  disclose,  among  other  things,  to  what  extent  the  colored  people 
have  become  owners  of  farms  and  homes  ;  how  far  ownership  is  vested  in  wives  ;  at  what  age  ownership  has  more 
generally  been  acquired ;  whether  the  circumstances  of  unmarried  persons  are  such  as  to  lead  considerably  to 
ownership ;  whether  the  Irishman  or  the  German  has  been  more  successful  in  becoming  an  owner,  and  so  with  the 
Italian,  the  Swede,  the  Frenchman,  etc. ;  whether  the  German  has  required  a  longer  or  shorter  residence  in  this 
country  than  the  Irishman  before  owning  his  farm  or  home,  and  so  with  people  of  other  nativities ;  to  what  extent 
the  citizenship  of  the  foreign  born  is  related  to  their  ownership  ;  a  comparison  between  the  sexes  in  the  ownership 
of  farms  and  homes,  and  the  dependence  of  ownership  upon  the  various  occupations  of  the  people. 
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Distinctions  to  be  made. — It  will  be  observed  from  the  foregoing  that  the  investigation  concerning  farms  and 
homes  does  not  cover  the  same  ground  that  is  covered  by  the  investigation  of  real  estate  mortgage  indebtedness, 
some  of  the  results  of  which  have  been  published  in  several  bulletins.  The  latter  inquiry  includes  the 
incumbrances  upon  all  real  estate  except  that  which  is  owned  by  public  and  quasi-public  corporations ;  the  farm 
and  home  inquiry  includes  the  incumbrances  only  upon  farms  and  homes  not  on  farms,  occupied  by  owners.  The 
chief  purpose  of  this  inquiry,  as  a  careful  reading  of  the  petitions  that  led  to  it  will  show,  is  to  determine  the 
degree  to  which  the  ownership  of  farms  and  homes  prevails  among  the  families  of  the  country  ;  the  question  of  debt 
is  subsidiary  to  this,  since  the  object  of  the  petitioners  in  regard  to  debt  was  to  discover  how  far  ownership  is 
qualified  by  incumbrance. 

The  unit  of  the  farm  and  home  inquiry  is  the  family,  and  every  family  is  accounted  for  in  one  way  or  another. 
Therefore,  the  total  number  of  families  occupying  farms  is  not  the  same  as  the  total  number  of  farms  as  enumerated 
in  the  census,  nor  is  the  total  number  of  families  occupying  homes  the  same  as  the  total  number  of  enumerated 
dwellings.  Wherever  the  word  farm  is  used  in  the  following  pages  it  generally  embraces  a  farm  as  ordinarily 
understood,  but  in  some  cases  it  embraces  only  a  portion  of  such  farm,  and  may  include  what  are  commonly 
accepted  as  two  or  more  farms.  The  family  being  the  unit,  whatever  it  cultivates  must  necessarily  be  credited  to 
it,  no  more  and  no  less.  The  total  number  of  families  occupying  farms  added  to  the  total  number  occupying  homes 
equals  the  total  number  of  families  within  any  given  political  area.  If  two  distinct  families  live  on  the  same  farm 
or  in  the  same  dwelling  not  situated  on  a  farm,  two  families  are  counted.  A  family  cultivating  a  farm  is  counted 
as  a  farm  family,  although  it  necessarily  has  a  home ;  a  home  family  is  counted  as  such  if  it  does  not  cultivate  a 
farm. 

OWNERSHIP  OF  FARMS  AND  HOMES. 

In  the  10  Kansas  counties  selected  for  tabulation  no  returns  have  been  received  concerning  6.38  per  cent  of 
the  total  number  of  families  occupying  farms  and  homes,  as  is  shown  in  Table  1.  After  eliminating  these  families 
from  further  consideration,  it  is  shown  that  60.89  per  cent  of  the  remaining  28,785  families  own  their  farms  and 
homes,  the  date  for  which  this  was  true  being  June  1,  1890.  Consequently  39.11  per  cent  of  the  families  were 
tenants.  The  uniformity  of  these  percentages  for  the  several  counties  will  be  noticed,  the  greatest  variation  being 
in  Riley  county,  where  the  owning  families  are  70.97  per  cent  of  the  total  regarding  which  report  was  received  and 
the  hiring  families  29.03  per  cent. 

Of  the  17,526  owning  families,  43.28  per  cent  own  their  farms  and  homes  free  of  incumbrance  and  56.72  per 
cent  with  incumbrance,  the  two  counties  exhibiting  the  greatest  variations  being  Riley,  with  57.32  per  cent  of  the 
owning  families  free  of  incumbrance  and  42.68  per  cent  with  incumbrance,  and  McPherson  county,  with  35.07  per 
cent  of  the  families  free  of  incumbrance  and  64.93  per  cent  subject  to  incumbrance. 

From  5.04  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  families  occupying  farms  and  homes  in  the  Ohio  counties  no  returns 
were  received.  Of  the  remaining  131,184  families,  37.24  per  cent  own  their  farms  and  homes  and  62.76  per  cent 
hire  them. 

Of  the  48,847  owning   families  in    Ohio,  78.72  per  cent  own  free  of  incumbrance  and   21.28   per   cent   with 

incumbrance. 

OWNERSHIP  OF  FARMS. 

In  Table  2  the  facts  corresponding  to  the  foregoing  are  presented  for  families  that  cultivate  farms  to  the 
exclusion  of  families  occupying  homes  not  on  farms.  From  6.91  per  cent  of  those  in  the  Kansas  counties  no 
returns  have  been  received.  Of  the  remaining  17,574  families,  66.75  per  cent  own  and  33.25  per  cent  hire  farms. 
In  1880,  according  to  the  census  of  that  year,  13.13  per  cent  of  the  farms  in  these  10  counties  were  hired,  a  farm, 
and  not  a  family,  being  the  unit.  The  percentages  of  hired  farms  for  the  20  counties  in  Kansas  and  Ohio  in  1880 
are  presented  in  the  following  table  in  comparison  with  the  percentages  of  hiring  families  in  1890 :

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Of  the  11,731  owning  families  in  Kansas,  35.62  per  cent  own  farms  that  are  free  and  64.38  per  cent  farms  that 
are  subject  to  incumbrance.  County  variations  will  be  noticed  upon  examination  of  the  table,  Eiley  county  being 
the  most  prominent  one  in  this  respect. 

No  returns  were  received  from  7.79  per  cent  of  the  farm  families  in  the  Ohio  counties ;  62.90  per  cent  of  the 
27,717  farm  families  making  returns  own  the  farms  they  occupy  and  37.10  per  cent  hire  them,  the  county  variations 
being  inconsiderable.     In  1880  24.96  per  cent  of  the  farms  in  these  counties  were  hired. 

The  proportion  of  the  17,435  Ohio  families  owning  farms  free  of  incumbrance  is  79.68  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  owning,  and  the  proportion  owning  subject  to  incumbrance  is  20.32  per  cent  of  the  total,  the  county 
variations  here  also  being  inconsiderable. 

HOME  OWNERSHIP. 

In  Table  3  it  is  shown  that,  after  omitting  the  5.52  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  home  families  in  the  Kansas 
counties  concerning  which  no  report  has  been  received,  51.69  per  cent  of  the  remaining  11,211  families  own  and 
48.31  per  cent  hire  their  homes,  and  of  the  5,795  owning  families,  58.81  per  cent  own  free  of  incumbrance  and 
41.19  per  cent  own  with  incumbrance.  The  largest  town  in  these  10  counties  is  Salina,  in  Saline  county,  with  a 
population  of  6,149  ;  the  next  in  population  is  Junction  city,  in  Geary  county,  with  4,502  people,  and  the  third  is 
Abilene,  in  Dickinson  county,  with  3,547  people. 

After  deducting  4.28  per  cent  of  the  home  families  in  the  Ohio  counties  from  which  no  returns  were  received 
103,467  families  making  returns  remain,  and  30.36  per  cent  of  these  own  and  69.64  per  cent  hire  their  homes.  The 
proportions  for  Hamilton  county,  containing  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  are  21.95  per  cent  for  owning  families  and 
78.05  per  cent  for  hiring  families ;  for  9  Ohio  counties,  omitting  Hamilton  county,  the  proportions  are  50.24  per  cent 
for  owning  and  49.76  per  cent  for  hiring  families. 

Of  the  31,412  home-owning  families  in  the  10  Ohio  counties  78.18  per  cent  own  free  of  incumbrance  and  21.82 
per  cent  with  incumbrance.  In  Hamilton  county  74.10  per  cent  of  the  home-owning  families  own  free  and  25.90 
per  cent  own  with  incumbrance,  while  in  9  counties,  omitting  Hamilton  county,  82.40  per  cent  own  free  and  17.60 
per  cent  own  with  incumbrance.  Cincinnati,  in  Hamilton  county,  has  a  population  of  296,908  ;  Hamilton,  in  Butler 
county,  17,565 ;  Middletown,  in  Butler  county,  7,681  ;  Xenia,  in  Greene  county,  7,301. 

RATIO   OF  DEBT  TO  VALUE. 

The  value  of  incumbered  farms  and  homes  occupied  by  owning  families  from  which  reports  have  been  received 
the  amount  of  incumbrance  thereon,  and  the  ratio  of  incumbrance  to  value  are  presented   in   Table  4.     The 
percentages  are  derived  from  actual  reports,  and  probably  would  be  but  little  different  if  they  were  based  on  reports 
from  all  families. 

In  the  Kansas  counties  38.12  per  cent  of  the  value  of  farms  and  homes  occupied  by  owners  and  incumbered  is 
represented  by  the  incumbrance  thereon  ;  the  percentage  for  farms  is  37.96  and  for  homes  38.95.  The  accepted 
valuation  is  that  reported  by  owners. 

In  the  Ohio  counties  the  incumbrance  is  40.53  per  cent  of  the  value  of  farms  and  homes,  36.97  per  cent  in  the 
case  of  farms  and  42.76  per  cent  in  the  case  of  homes.  County  variations  are  more  noticeable  for  homes  than  for 
farms.  The  percentage  of  home  incumbrance  in  Kansas  is  0.99  of  1  per  cent  more  than  that  of  farm  incumbrance ; 
in  Ohio  it  is  5.79  more. 

AVERAGE  VALUE  AND  INCUMBRANCE. 

The  average  value  of  the  farm  cultivated  by  each  family  from  which  a  report  of  incumbrance  was  received 
is  $3,694  in  the  Kansas  counties;  of  each  home,  $2,198;  total,  $3,335.  The  average  amount  of  incumbrance  to  a 
farm  is  $1,402  ;  to  a  home,  $856  ;  total,  $1,271.     These  averages  are  found  in  Table  7. 

In  the  Ohio  counties  the  average  farm  is  valued  at  $3,848 ;  the  average  home,  $3,167 ;  total  $3,399.  The 
average  home  in  Hamilton  county  is  valued  at  $4,020 ;  the  average  home  in  9  Ohio  counties,  excluding  Hamilton 
county,  $1,872.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  these  farms  and  homes  are  occupied  by  owners  and  incumbered 
and  that  none  that  are  hired  or  free  of  incumbrance  are  included. 

The  average  farm  in  the  Ohio  counties  is  worth  $154  more  than  the  average  farm  in  the  Kansas  counties,  but 
the  average  home  of  the  Kansas  counties  is  worth  $326  more  than  the  average  home  of  the  Ohio  counties,  excluding 
Hamilton  county. 

In  the  Kansas  counties  the  average  farm  incumbrance  is  $1,402  ;  the  average  home  incumbrance,  $856  ;  total, 
$1,271. 

The  average  farm  incumbrance  in  the  Ohio  counties  is  $1,422  ;  the  average  home  incumbrance,  $1,354 ;  total, 
$1,378.  The  average  home  incumbrance  in  Hamilton  county  is  $1,768  ;  the  average  home  incumbrance  in  9  Ohio 
counties,  excluding  Hamilton,  $726. 

For  the  10  counties  that  are  included  the  average  Ohio  farm  has  an  incumbrance  $20  greater  than  the  average 
Kansas  farm ;  but  the  average  Kansas  home  has  an  incumbrance  $130  greater  than  that  of  the  average  Ohio  home, 
excluding  Hamilton  county.

For  the  included  counties  4.05  per  cent  of  the  farm  families  in  Kansas  own  incumbered  farms  worth  less  than 
$1,000,  and  these  farms  are  worth  in  the  aggregate  0.73  of  1  per  cent  of  the  value  of  all  the  farms  represented.  In 
Ohio  16.01  per  cent  of  the  farm  families  own  farms  of  the  same  class  worth  2.34  per  cent  of  the  value  of  all  farms. 

In  Kansas  75.13  per  cent  of  the  farm  families  own  incumbered  farms  worth  $1,000  and  under  $5,000,  their 
aggregate  value  being  53.40  per  cent  of  the  total  value.  In  the  same  class  in  Ohio  57.77  per  cent  of  the  farm 
families  are  represented,  and  the  aggregate  value  of  these  farms  is  36.42  per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  all  farms 
included. 

Of  the  Kansas  farm  families  20.82  per  cent  own  incumbered  farms  worth  $5,000  and  over,  having  an  aggregate 
value  that  is  45.87  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  in  Ohio  26.22  per  cent  of  the  farm  families  own  farms  in  the  same 
class  having  an  aggregate  value  that  is  61.24  per  cent  of  the  total. 

The  percentages  of  the  same  classes  for  homes  show  that  in  the  Kansas  counties  31.87  per  cent  of  the  home 
families  own  incumbered  homes  worth  less  than  $1,000,  whose  aggregate  worth  is  8.60  per  cent  of  the  total  value. 
In  the  Ohio  counties  19.92  per  cent  of  the  home  families  own  homes  in  the  same  class  worth  3.61  per  cent  of  the 
total. 

In  the  class  of  $1,000  and  under  $5,000  58.70  per  cent  of  the  home  families  in  Kansas  own  incumbered  homes 
worth  53.50  per  cent  of  the  total  value,  and  61.98  per  cent  of  the  home  families  in  Ohio  own  incumbered  homes 
worth  44.88  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Of  the  Kansas  home  families  9.43  per  cent  own  incumbered  homes,  valued  at  $5,000  and  over,  that  are  worth 
37.90  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  of  the  Ohio  home  families  18.10  per  cent  own  homes  in  the  same  class  worth  51.51 
per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  all  homes  included. 

A  condensation  of  the  percentages  of  Table  5  for  the  amount  of  incumbrance  is  presented  in  the  table  on  the 
following  page,  in  which  it  appears  that  while,  as  already  shown,  the  many  families  are  not  provided  with  as  costly 
mortgaged  farms  and  homes  as  the  few  are  provided  with,  it  is  also  true  that  the  many  are  individually  carrying 
mortgage  debts  less  costly  than  the  mortgage  debts  individually  carried  by  the  few.

INTEREST  ON"  THE  DEBT. 

Owners  were  requested  to  include  in  the  rate  of  interest  reported  by  them  all  bonuses  and  commissions  paid  to 
lenders  or  their  agents,  the  aim  being  to  arrive  at  the  true  annual  cost  of  indebtedness  to  the  borrower.  The  rates 
of  interest  are  presented  in  detail  in  Table  6,  which  shows  the  number  of  families  paying  each  rate,  the  amount  of 
the  debt  at  each  rate,  and  the  percentage  that  it  is  of  the  total  debt.  These  percentages  are  condensed  in  the 
following  table,  and  percentages  are  added  for  number  of  families:

S  FARMS,  HOMES,  AND  MORTGAGES. 

Of  the  total  farm  and  home  debt  in  the  Kansas  counties,  5.36  per  cent  bears  interest  at  6  per  cent,  and  this  is 
paid  by  5.57  per  cent  of  the  families ;  in  the  Ohio  counties  48.01  per  cent  of  the  families  pay  interest  at  6  per  cent 
on  54.77  per  cent  of  the  debt. 

Interest  rates  of  6  to  8  per  cent,  both  inclusive,  are  paid  by  56.78  per  cent  of  the  Kansas  families  on  59.41  per 
cent  of  the  farm  and  home  debt,  and  by  93.57  per  cent  of  the  Ohio  families  on  93.64  per  cent  of  the  debt. 

Kates  higher  than  8  per  cent  are  paid  by  42.74  per  cent  of  the  Kansas  families  on  40.01  per  cent  of  the  farm 
and  home  debt,  and  in  Ohio  by  2.72  per  cent  of  the  families  on  1.37  per  cent  of  the  debt. 

On  4.47  per  cent  of  the  Kansas  debt  interest  rates  higher  than  10  per  cent  are  paid  by  6.09  per  cent  of  the 
families,  and  in  Ohio  on  0.18  of  1  per  cent  of  the  debt  by  0.30  of  1  per  cent  of  the  families.  Such  differences  as 
exist  between  the  rates  of  interest  for  farms  and  those  for  homes  will  be  noticed  on  examination  of  the  foregoing 
table. 

In  Table  7  it  appears  that  the  annual  interest  charge  to  each  Kansas  farm  family  for  the  10  counties  is  $114 
to  each  home  family,  $74 ;  total,  $104.  In  Ohio  it  is  $97  to  each  farm  family ;  $85  to  each  home  family  ;  total,  $89 
to  each  home  family  in  Hamilton  count}',  $108 ;  to  each  home  family  in  9  Ohio  counties,  omitting  Hamilton  county 
$52.     The  county  variations  are  considerable. 

The  average  interest  charge  to  each  farm  family  is  $40  greater  than  the  average  to  each  home  family  in  Kansas, 
and  $33  greater  in  the  Ohio  counties,  omitting  Hamilton  county7.  The  annual  interest  charge  to  each  farm  family 
in  Kansas  is  $29  greater  than  in  Ohio ;  to  each  home  family  in  Kansas  $22  greater  than  to  each  home  family  in 
the  Ohio  counties,  omitting  Hamilton  county. 

The  average  annual  rate  of  interest  also  is  shown  in  Table  7.  It  is  8.12  per  cent  on  farm  debt  in  Kansas ; 
8.69  per  cent  on  home  debt;  total,  8.22  per  cent.  In  Ohio  it  is  6.85  per  cent  on  farm  debt;  6.30  per  cent  on  home 
debt ;  total,  6.49  per  cent. 

The  rate  for  farms  in  Kansas  is  0.57  of  1  per  cent  less  than  for  homes ;  for  fai-ms  in  Ohio  0.55  of  1  per  cent 
greater  than  for  homes.  The  lowest  average  rate  of  interest  found  in  the  20  counties  is  6.08  per  cent  on  the  home 
debt  of  Hamilton  county,  Ohio,  and  the  highest  is  9.26  per  cent  on  the  home  debt  of  Ottawa  county7,  Kansas.  The 
difference  between  the  average  rate  of  interest  on  farms  and  the  average  on  homes  in  each  of  these  states  is  explained 
by  a  difference  in  supposed  risk.  The  highest  rate  of  interest  reported  in  Kansas  is  36  per  cent,  borne  by  a  debt  of 
$350  on  one  home. 

OBJECTS    OF    INDEBTEDNESS. 

Remarkable  success  has  attended  the  efforts  of  this  office  to  ascertain  why  this  indebtedness  was  incurred,  as 
will  be  realized  upon  examining  Tables  8  and  9,  in  which  the  objects  of  indebtedness  are  classified  for  farms  and 
homes,  Tables  10  and  11,  in  which  they  are  classified  for  farms,  and  Tables  12  and  13,  for  homes. 

In  the  Kansas  counties  53.79  per  cent  of  the  farm  debt  was  incurred  to  secure  purchase  money  or  the  deferred 
payments  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate,  and  for  real  estate  improvements,  when  not  associated  with  any  other 
objects  of  indebtedness,  and  this  debt  is  owed  by  55.10  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  farm  debtor  families  from 
which  report  has  been  received.  In  Ohio  the  same  objects  of  indebtedness  are  represented  by7  74.75  per  cent  of  the 
farm  debt  and  by  75.81  per  cent  of  the  number  of  farm  families. 

The  difference  between  the  percentages  of  Kansas  and  Ohio  is  more  apparent  than  real,  because  in  Kansas 
other  objects  are  associated  with  the  objects  of  purchase  and  improvements  more  than  in  Ohio,  and  this  association 
of  objects  is  represented  in  other  classifications. 

The  objects  of  real  estate  purchase  and  improvements,  business,  and  the  purchase  of  personal  property,  when 
not  associated  with  other  objects,  were  the  reasons  for  incurring  71.23  per  cent  of  the  farm  debt  in  the  Kansas 
counties  by  70.02  per  cent  of  the  farm  families,  and  in  Ohio  these  were  the  objects  for  incurring  81.96  per  cent  of 
the  farm  debt  by  82.25  per  cent  of  the  farm  families.  The  general  uniformity  in  the  county7  percentages  of  each 
state  is  noticeable. 

Farm  and  family  expenses,  standing  alone  as  an  object  of  debt,  led  to  3.85  per  cent  of  the  farm  debt  in  the 
Kansas  counties  by  6.54  per  cent  of  the  farm  families,  and  in  Ohio  to  2.14  per  cent  of  the  farm  debt  by  4.63  per  cent 
of  the  farm  families. 

Real  estate  purchase,  improvements,  business,  and  the  purchase  of  personal  property,  in  combination  with  farm 
and  family  expenses,  led  to  19.91  per  cent  of  the  farm  debt  by  18.96  per  cent  of  the  farm  families  in  Kansas,  and  to 
6.27  per  cent  of  the  farm  debt  by  5.81  per  cent  of  the  farm  families  in  Ohio. 

The  objects  of  home  debt  are  less  complicated  with  each  other  than  those  of  farm  debt.  In  Kansas  74.24  per 
cent  of  the  home  families  incurred  67.60  per  cent  of  the  home  debt  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  and  improvements, 
unconnected  with  other  objects,  and  in  Ohio  83.09  per  cent  of  the  home  families  incurred  79.85  per  cent  of  the  home 
debt  for  the  same  class  of  objects. 
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For  real  estate  purchase,  improvements,  business,  and  the  purchase  of  personal  property,  not  combined  with 
other  objects,  87.22  per  cent  of  the  Kansas  home  families  incurred  87.39  per  cent  of  the  home  debt,  and  in  Ohio 
90.55  per  cent  of  the  home  families  incurred  91.61  per  cent  of  the  home  debt. 

Family  expenses  caused  2.33  per  cent  of  the  home  debt  by  4.57  per  cent  of  the  home  families  in  Kansas  and 
1.31  per  cent  of  the  Ohio  home  debt  by  3.93  per  cent  of  the  home  families. 

Real  estate  purchase,  improvements,  business,  and  the  purchase  of  personal  property,  in  combination  with 
family  expenses,  caused  5.93  per  cent  of  the  Kansas  home  debt  by  5.49  per  cent  of  the  home  families,  while  in  Ohio 
these  objects  caused  2.71  per  cent  of  the  home  debt  by  2.55  per  cent  of  the  home  families. 

Of  the  total  home  debt  9.66  per  cent  was  incurred  for  trade,  manufacturing,  and  other  business  by  6.95  per 
cent  of  the  home  families  in  Kansas,  and  in  Ohio  this  class  of  objects  is  represented  by  7.60  per  cent  of  the  home 
debt  and  by  5.20  per  cent  of  the  home  families.  There  is  more  or  less  of  the  object  of  business,  however,  in  debt 
classified  under  the  objects  of  real  estate  purchase  and  improvements.  The  term  personal  property  is  not  used  hi 
its  strictly  legal  sense,  and  does  not  include  groceries,  clothing,  medicines,  seed  wheat,  ordinary  hardware  supplies, 
and  other  articles  that  are  included  in  the  class  of  farm  and  family  expenses. 

SUMMARY. 

In  bringing  together  the  prominent  conclusions  that  have  been  developed,  it  may  be  said  in  regard  to  farms, 
farm  families,  and  farm  debt  in  the  10  counties  in  Kansas  that  66.75  per  cent  of  the  families  own  and  33.25  per  cent 
hire  the  farms  they  occupy;  that  35.62  per  cent  of  the  owning  families  have  no  incumbrance  on  their  farms,  and 
that  64.38  per  cent  have  an  incumbrance  that  is  37.96  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  incumbered  farms,  bearing  the 
average  rate  of  interest  of  8.12  per  cent,  which  makes  the  average  annual  interest  charge  to  each  farm  family  $114  ; 
that  the  average  farm  owned,  incumbered,  and  cultivated  by  each  family  is  worth  $3,694,  and  is  subject  to  a  debt 
of  $1,402,  and  that  70.02  per  cent  of  the  farm  families  incurred  71.23  per  cent  of  the  debt  to  secure  purchase  money, 
to  pay  for  improvements,  to  invest  in  business,  and  to  buy  various  articles  of  personal  property  when  these  objects 
are  not  associated  with  others. 

In  regard  to  Kansas  homes,  home  families,  and  home  debt  in  the  10  counties  it  may  be  said  that  51.69  per  cent 
of  the  families  own  and  48.31  per  cent  hire  the  homes  they  occupy  ;  that  58.81  per  cent  of  the  owning  families  have 
no  incumbrance  on  their  homes,  and  that  41.19  per  cent  have  an  incumbrance  that  is  38.95  per  cent  of  the  value  of 
the  incumbered  homes,  bearing  the  average  rate  of  interest  of  8.69  per  cent,  which  makes  the  average  annual 
interest  charge  to  each  home  family  $74;  that  the  average  home  owned,  incumbered,  and  occupied  bjr  each  family 
is  worth  $2,198,  and  is  subject  to  a  debt  of  $S56,  and  that  87.22  per  cent  of  the  home  families  incurred  87.39  per 
cent  of  the  debt  for  the  objects  of  real  estate  purchase,  improvements,  business,  and  the  purchase  of  personal 
property,  unconnected  with  other  objects. 

The  summary  of  conclusions  for  Ohio  farms,  farm  families,  and  farm  debt  in  the  10  counties  is  that  62.90  per 
cent  of  the  families  own  and  37.10  per  cent  hire  their  farms ;  that  79.68  per  cent  of  the  owning  families  have  no 
incumbrance  on  their  farms,  and  that  20.32  per  cent  have  an  incumbrance  that  is  36.97  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the 
incumbered  farms,  bearing  the  average  rate  of  interest  of  6.S5  per  cent,  which  makes  the  average  annual  interest 
charge  to  each  family  $97 ;  that  the  average  farm  owned,  incumbered,  and  cultivated  by  each  family  is  worth 
$3,848,  and  is  subject  to  a  debt  of  $1,422,  and  that  82.25  per  cent  of  the  farm  families  incurred  S1.96per  cent  of  the 
debt  for  the  objects  of  real  estate  purchase,  improvements,  business,  and  the  purchase  of  personal  property  when  not 
found  in  combination  with  other  objects. 

For  Ohio  homes,  home  families,  and  home  debt  in  the  10  counties  the  summary  of  conclusions  is  that  30.36  per 
cent  of  the  families  own  and  69.64  per  cent  hire  their  homes;  that  78.18  per  cent  of  the  owning  families  have  no 
incumbrance  on  their  homes,  and  that  21.82  per  cent  have  an  incumbrance  that  is  42.76  per  cent  of  the  value  of 
the  incumbered  homes,  bearing  the  average  rate  of  interest  of  6.30  per  cent,  which  makes  the  average  annual 
interest  charge  to  each  family  $85 ;  that  the  average  home  owned,  incumbered,  and  occupied  by  each  family  is 
worth  $3,167,  and  is  subject  to  a  debt  of  $1,354,  and  that  90.55  per  cent  of  the  home  families  incurred  91.64  per 
cent  of  the  home  debt  for  the  objects  of  real  estate  purchase,  improvements,  business,  and  the  purchase  of  personal 
property  when  not  combined  with  other  objects.
